Within a few minutes after the evi- 
dence had been concluded last night, 
Detective Robert A. Wood, of the At- 
lanta police force, was found guilty 
by the police commission of gross mis- 
treatment and abuse of Ivan Wimbish, 
a prisoner whom he had under arrest, 
and was peremptorily dismissed from 
the force. 

The evidence brought 
Wood by wholly’ disinterested 
nesses, who had no animus in the case 
either toward Wood or the prisoner, 
clearly indicated that Wood was guilty 
of a breach of duty both while at- 
tempting to arrest Wimbish and in 
abusing him and striking him after he 
had been brought to the station house 
and was in charge of other officers. 

So straightforward and apparently 
true was the evidence given against 
Wood, that the efforts of one or two 
of his associates to make out a case 
in his favor failed signally, and his 
dismissal promptly followed.

Washington, December 7.—(Special.) 
The indications are growing stronger 
that Hon. Joseph R. Lamar, of Au- 
gusta, will be selected by President 
Taft to fill one of the vacancies on 
the United States supreme court bench. 

The fact that Mr. Lamar is being 
considered in this connection has al- 
ready been mentioned in these dis- 
patches, and developments today point 
strongly toward his appointment. 

It was learned today that Attorney 
General Wickersham, at the instance of 
President Taft, has been writing to 
leading lawyers of Georgia and other 
southern states for expressions as to 
the eminence of Mr. Lamar as a jurist. 
It is needless to say that the replies 
have lauded Mr. Lamar in the highest 
terms, 

Attorney Genera! Wickersham stated 
that he wanted no expression from 
lawyers save as to the legal eminence 
of Mr. Lamar, as President Taft was 
satisfied as to other particulars. It was 
also stated that President Taft had a 
high opinion of the legal ability of 
Mr. Lamar, but wanted southern law- 
yers sounded as a matter of courtesy. 

President Taft got to know Mr. 
Lamar well while the former was win- 
tering in Augusta, and became deeply 
impressed by the Augustan. 

These developments have greatly en- 
couraged the friends of Mr. Lamar, 
and they believe he will be selected 
by President Taft.

In order that the future governors 
of Georgia may enter upon their ie?-s 
of office on the first of the year, Gov- 
ernor-elect Hoke Smith will r2com- 
mend to the legislature next summer 
that six months be lopped off his 
term of two years, so that his succes- 
sor may be inaugurated on January 1. 

According to statements made to his 
friends, the recently-elected governor 
is strongly of the opinion that the in- 
terim between the election in October 
and the inauguration of the chief ex- 
ecutive the following June, is entirely 
too lengthy, and should be reduced by 
at least six months. 

Under the present law, there is a 
lapse of eight months between the 
election of the new governor and the 
expiration of the term of his successor. 

There are severa] reasons advanced 
by Governor Smith which make this 
change necessary, and among them 
are the following: 

The Reasons Given, 

1. The man elected as governor does 
not serve for eight months after his 
election, and in the meantime there are 
two men who are treated on practically 
the same plane as governor. 

2. The inauguration in June breaks 
right intv the middle of the vear’s 
work. The fiscal year should be from 
January to January, thus ending with 
the calendar year. At present the new 
governor takes hold of his duties right 
in the middle of the tax-collecting pe- 
riod, and is absolutely at sea regarding 
the financial status of the state. 

3. The new governor should go into 
his office fresh from the ballots of 
the people, and with the enthusiasm of

The request of Mr. Theodore Toepel 
for an assistant in physical training 
and athletics was denied. 

Increase $2.50 Per month. 

The salaries for grade teachers was 
fixed at a minimum of $60 and a max- 
imum of $85. The scale of increase 
will be $2.50 per month yearly, teach- 
ers to be credited with the years they 
have already spent in the service. 

Assistant prineipals received an in- 
crease of 20 per cent on the salary 
basis of $60. The scale of inerease 
will be $3 per month pearly. No grade 
teacher, if made an assistant principal, 
is to receive less than her former 
Salary. ; 

Principals of eighth-grade schools 
will get a minimum of $1,200, and a 
maximum of $1,400, with an increase of 
$25 per year for gach additiona) grade, 
The seale of increase is to be $2.50 per 
month yearly. 

The principal of the Boys’ High 
school is to receive $2,400 per year, and 
the principal of Tech High = school 
$2,200, and the principal of the Giris' 
High school $2,400. 

Assistant principals in negro schools 
were given a flat rate salary of {590 
per month Negro grade teachers will 
receive a 10 per cent increase. 

Favor Assistant Physicians. 

The committee created the positions 
of assistant medical inspector and two 
assistants, but did not provide the sal- 
aries. 

The salaries of Paul White and T. H. 
Smoot, of the Boys’ High school, were 
increased to $1,500. 

The salary of the superintendent of 
schools was increased to $3,600, and 
that of the assistant superintendent to 
$3,000. ‘ 

Furnishings for the ten new schools 
to be finished next September were 
fixed at $10,000.

WHITEWASH GOES 


VER BALLINGER 


Thick Coating Put on 
| by the Republicans. 


G. O. P. Members of Probing 
Committee, With One Excep- 
tion, Find Secretary All Right 


) Persecuted. 


Washington, December 7.—The Bal- 
linger-Pinchot investigating commit- 
tee, after eleven months of work, 
made its final report to both houses 
of congress today. In the opinion of 
seven republican members, a majority 
of the committee, Secretary Ballinger 
“honestly and faithfully performed 
the duties of his high office with an 
eye single to the public interest.” 

In the opinion of the four demo- 
crats Mr. Ballinger “has not been true 
to the trust reposed in him as secre- 
tary of the interior and should be re- 
quested by the proper authorities to 
resign his office.” 

Both reports, together with the in- 
dependent report of Representative 
Madison, republican, also adverse to 
Mr. Ballinger, were offered in the sen- 
ate by Senator Nelson and in the 
house by Representative McCall. Their 
presentation followed a meeting of the 
full committee. 

Democratic Report Rejected. 

| The democratic members led by 
Senator Fletcher, of Florida, agreed 
to this method of getting the reports 
before congress, after their motion to 
substitute their own report had been 
rejected in the committee. Senator 
Fletcher first raised the point of or- 
der that the committee had already 
approved the report that was made 
public at Minneapolis. This point was 
overruled by Chairman Nelson. 

A motion was then made to substi- 
tute the democratic report for the re- 
port agreed upon by the seven repub- 


} 


lican members. This was voted down, 
7 to 5, Representative Madison voting 
with the four democrats. It was 
agreed by the committee after the ma- 
jority report had been adopted that 
all three should be presented at once 
in each house and printed together. 
Under this arrangement the dissent- 
ing reports are given equal standing 
with the majority report before the 
two houses, 

Senator Fletcher «said 
steps would be taken by the demo- 
crats to bring about action in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations 
contained in their report. 

Accepted Without Comment. 


The reports were accepted in both 
houses without comment. The plan 
of action to be followed by the demo- 
ecrats has not been determined upon, 
but it is understood a resolution will 
be presented to carry out the recom- 
mendation made for the secretary’s 
removal. 

Such resolution probably will call 
flatly upon the president to. discharge 
his cabinet officer. 

The democrats held a conference on 
the meeting today. They characterize 
the majority report as “weak,” while 
the republican members of the com- 
mittee declare it has fully answered 
all charges made against Ballinger 
and has disposed of all testimony pre- 
sented during the long hearings. 

An effort undoubtedly will be made 
to put the house on record as to its 
opinion of the majority report. 

The general feeling’ is that there 
will be no action on the report at this 
session, which means not at all, for 
the report loses its force with the ex- 
piration of the present congress in 
March. 

Findings of Republicans. 

The majority of the congressional 
committee, which investigated, the so- 
called Ballinger-Pinchot case, in its 


later that 


report to congress today vindicates 
Secretary Ballinger upon all the 
charges brought against him and con- 
demns his accusers as having been in- 
spired by a deep feeling of animosity 
built upon a supposed difference in 
policy respecting conservation. 

After stating that the evidence pre- 
sented related in the main to charges 
of various Kinds against Mr. Ballinger, 
and that these came chiefly from two 
sources—L. R. Glavis and Gifford 
Pinchot—the majority announced the 
following conclusion: 

“The evidence has wholly failed to 
make out a case. Neither any fact 
proved nor all the facts put together 
exhibit Mr. Ballinger as being any- 
thing but a competent and honorable 
gentleman, honestly and _ faithfully 
performing the duties of his high 
office with an eye single to the public 
interest.”’

The unionist 
total gains for the four days are 18, 
the liberal gains 11 and labor 4. Among 
the nationalists the O’Brienites held 
five seats, 

The most notable unionist victory 
was in Cardiff. which has only one 
unionist once in a quarter of a cen- 
tury. This victory was largely due 
to the personal popularity 
Crichton-Stuart, who overcame a lib- 
eral majority of 1,555, winning by 299, 
and the withdrawal from politics of 
the old member, D. A, Thomas, who 
was replaced in the liberal interest 
by Sir C, Hyde.

RO LABOR EXCHANGE 
ORGANIZED BY CHURCH 


The latest move in Atlanta.to soive 
the servant problem is a negro labor 
exchange organized by a negro church 
and the purpose of helping the white 
people get good servants and at the 
same time help worthy negroes to g®° 
good positions. 

Hitherto all the labor exchanges 
have been by white people. From the 
prospects sent out by the negro labor 
exchange it looks as if the new move 
will do much. to solve a very great 
problem which has been worrying 
housekeepers for some time. 

Rev. C. M. Tanner pastor of the Big 
Bethel church on Auburn avenue is at 
the head of the negro labor exchange. 
and he has sent out the following 
statenvent in regard to what the ex- 
change proposes to do: 

The Colored Servant Problem. 

“The labor exchange, opened  4ai 
Bethel A.*M. E. church, Auburn and 
Butler streets, is seeking to secure 
places in good homes for the better 


and more reliable class of the colored 


people who are seeking employment. 
There is much complaint from the 
white people that it is very hard to 
secure good servants, Efforts are be- 


ing made by the Bethel Labor Ex- 
change to meet this need by a careful 
method of selection and als® by or- 
ganizing classes for instruction in d0- 
mestic science, and, above all, by im- 
pressing upon the applicants for work 
the importance’ of imdustry, honesty 
and reliability. 

“The pastor ofthe church, C. M., 
Turner, D.D., who has traveled exten- 
sively in this and foreign lands, urges 
a practical application of the Bible 
teachings. He beliaves that all work 
is honorable, the only disgraice lies in 
work poorly done. Unfortunately some 
of the best colored servants are leav- 
ing the south and settling in northern 
cities, where ultimately they do not 
fare near as well as they would had 
they remained at their homes. The 
labor exchange and the classes for in- 
struction are maintained entirely by 
voluntary contributions, and at pres- 
ent the pastor, with some very Iittle 
assistance, is personally meeting alt 
expens2s because he believes that it is 
a needed movement in the community, 
and that when properly understood aia 
from the public will be forthcoming. 
Thowe who desire servants or who 
want a place to work can come In per- 
gon or phone to the church, Ivy 305."

New Style Trolley Cars 


Were Put in Operation

It Is now fashionable to ride In the 
pay-as-you-enter street cars. 

Judged from the partiality shown 
by the public Wednesday to the fvuur 
new cars of this type, which were 
placed in operation for the first time 
on the Peachtree .nd Whitehall] street 
lines, it is destined to become a fasi- 
ion which will warrant the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company in put- 
ting the pay-as-you-enter cars in 
operation on all the big lines of the 
system. 

The new cars were operated on 
twenty-minute schedules, and it was a 
noticeable feature that 
cars carried no more 
Share of the traffic, while 
pay-as-you-enter cars were crowded 
almost all the time. People wished to 
test the advantages of this new sys- 
tem of handing the conductor a nickel 
when they stepped on board, and they 
were evidently well pleased with the 
result.

EQUAL POSTAL PRIVILEGES FOR AMERICANS.| 


Yielding partially to the national demand for a parcels post, 
President Taft, in his latest message to congress, recommends, 
not a parcels post extending throughout the United States mails, 
but one restricted to rural free delivery routes, with a maxinyim 
package weight of eleven pounds. 

Elsewhere The Constitution publishes a strong interview with 
President C. S. Barrett, of the Farmers’ Union, in which he de- 
clares that while a rural parcels post is better than none at all, 
the farmers of this country will. not be satisfied with anything 
short of a general application of the principle. 

Mr. Barrett speaks in behalf of more than 2,000,000 farmers, 
who have often formulated their demand for what he accurately 
terms “simple justice.” 

But so far as the logic of his arguments is concerned, he might 
as well be speaking for the entire country. 

For the sentiment in behalf of a general parcels post is na- 
tional, both parties are committed to.it, and the objections urged 
against it rise in fatlacy, pure and simple. 

The president himself falls into that error when he pleads that 
the main argument against a parcels post is that some call it 
“paternalism,” and that a general parcels post would, at this time, 
place too heavy a financial burden on the government. 

The postal service itself was opposed as “paternalistic” when 
first proposed. Half a dozen of the functions now discharged by 
the government were also greeted with the same criticism at their 
inception. And the watch-dogs of the treasury were especially 
gloomy in their predictions of bankruptcy when‘ rural free deliv- 
ery was first operated. 

So that it is too late in the day to bring these arguments 
against the establishment of an institution already commonly in 
practice throughout Europe, and demanded with a solid unanimity 
by the American people.

So that if, to comply with our irrational domestic regulations, 
you make up eleven pounds of merchandise in three packages, it 
will cost you forty-four cents more to ship the packages from At- 
lanta to Marietta, twenty miles, than from Atlanta to St. Peters- 
burg, between four and five thousand miles. 

It is alleged that one of the first principles of a democratic 
eovernment is “equal rights to all, special privileges to none.” 

Yet in a ‘fundamental issue involving every American citizen 
and mounting into the millions of dollars annually, special privi- 
leges are meted out to foreigners in America wishing to ship home 
and people living abroad wishing to ship to America, with the peo- 
ple under our own government holding the bag. 

The discrimination is simply indefensible. Establishing a par- 
cels post on rural free delivery routes is merely a sop, a compro- 
mise that does not touch the main issue and that will not quiet 
the demand of the American people. |

“PARCELS POST MUST BE 
GENERAL, WELL AS RURAL” 


--C. S. BARRETT 


“A rural jor ie'« post is better than 
mone at aii, 
country want, and intend te have, a 
general parcels post.” 

This is how President C. S. Barrett, 
ef the Farmers’ Union, sums the atti- 
tude of the Farmers’ Union toward 
President Taft’s recemmendation that 
a parcels post be inaugurated on the 
rural] free delivery routes of the coun- 
try, aS a possible preliminary to a gen- 
eral service. 

Parcels post on rural free delivery 
routes is as far from the general con- 
ception of a pacels post as night from 
day. If the president’s recommenda- 
tion is followed, John Jones, for in- 
stance, living on a rural route going 
out from Marietta in Cobb county, will 
be able to send eleven pounds of mer- 
chandise at the stipulated rate to any 
other point in Cobb county on a route 
radiating from Marietta. 

But— 

If John Jones wants to send eleven 
pounds of merchandise to some point 
in the next. county. Bartow, it will 
cost him 4 cents more than it would 
to send that eleven pounds from his 
home to Berlin, St. Petersburg or oth- 
er foreign places several thousands of 
miles across the water. 


Stops at County Boundaries. 


In other words, under the Taft plan, 
there will be as many parcels post 
systems in America as there are points 
of radiation for rural free delivery 
routes. 

It is a parcels post that stops at 
the boundagies of the county, and that, 
at its best, benefits but a limited class 
of people, and they only partially. 

For several successive years the 
Farmers’ Union, with its more than 
2,000,000 national membership of bona 
fide farmers, has bee, agitating, 
through its annual conventions and in 
strong representations to congress, for 
a parcels post that will cover the en- 
tire country. Last winter President 
Barrett polled congress on the pro- 
posal far this measure, and secured an 
astonishing number of indorsements

and promises from members of both 
branches. 
: Matter of Simple Justice. 


“It is a matter of simply justice,” 
says Mr. Barrett, “that not anly the 
farmers, but the people generally of 
this country shou!d enjoy the benefits 
of a parcels post. 

“As it is at present, a foreigner in 
this country can ship an eleven-pound 
package to the outposts of cévilization 
at a rate of 12 cents a pound. 

“But within America, the maximum 
weight of packages for domestic ship- 
ment is four pounds, and the discrim- 
ination grows more flagrant when it 
is remembered that it costs the do- 
mestic shipper 16 cents, or 4 cents 
more a pound than the foreigner; to 
get his package through the mails. It 
is high time to put a period to the 
injustice that enables a mail mer- 
chandise shipment of eleven pounds to 
go from Atlanta across the ocean 
cheaper than from Atlanta to my 
home at Union City, seventeen miles 
away. 

Would Develop Farming. 


“There is another feature, so far as 
the farmer is specifically concerned. 
in England, and other European coun- 
tries where parcels posts have long ob- 
tained, farmers ship eggs and small 
truck to city markets at such rates as 
make it profitable to raise them. 

“There is no reason on earth why 
the same principle applied in America 
would not develop new lines in farm- 
ing, to the profit both of the farmer 
and the consumer, 

“A rural parcels post is all right as 
a starter, but we do not intend to rest 
until legislation has been enacted ex- 
tending the principle throughout the 
United States mails. 

“In this connection, I want to thank 
The Constitution for the persistent 
and effective manner in which it has 
supported our fight for this reform. 
If all the newspapers of the country 


will similarly back our efforts success 
will not be long: delayed.”’

GEN, GEO, JOHNS TONE

Gallant Officer of Civil 
War Passes Away at 
Advanced Age. 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., December 7.—Gen- 
eral George D. Johnstone, one of the 
last surviving generals of the war be- 
tween the states, died at his home in 
this city at 3 o’clock this morning 
at the advanced age of 78 years. He 
was born in Hillsboro, N. C., May ‘30, 
1832, and came to Alabama with his 
parents in 1834. | 

At the outbreak of the war he en- 
tered the Fourth Alabama infantry 
as a lieutenant and rose rapidly to 
be a brigadier general, serving in 
many bloody battles and being wound- 
ed several times. 

After peace was declared he return- 
ed home and practiced law. President 
Harrison appointed him a member of 
the civil service commission with The- 
odore Roosevelt.

Sections of the country has diminished 
the importance of river navigation 
under existing conditions, and the 
problem which you gentlemen have to 
solve and which congress has to solve, 
and which all in favor of using water 
transportation, and who believe that 
it has elements of economy that ought 
to make it enter much more large- 
ly into the general] transportation of 
this country than it does, is the union 
and the co-operation of railroads and 
rivers.

This 
was due, he believed, to the activity of 
the National Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress. 

Money for Inland Waterways. 

The congressional committees, Mr. 
Alexander said, were now at work on a 
bill which they hoped to present next 
week, which would provide for annual 
appropriations for inland waterways. 

This he declared to be the only rea- 
sonable way to accomplish the desired 
ends. , - 
Regular annual appropriations for 
carrying on the work of waterway im- 
provements througpi.ct the United 
States were advocated 
Ransdell, of the Rivers and Harbors 
Congress, in his opening address to the 
congress. 

Since the convention a year ago of 
the congress of which he is presi- 
dent, the rivers and harbors bill pass- 
ed by the last session of congress, he 
said, was the greatest advance yet 
made toward the carrying out of the 
policies advocated by. the National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress. 

He Wants $50,000,000 Yearly. 

The annual expenditure of at least 
$60,000,000 from the public treasury 
upon meritorious rivers and harbors 
of the United States until every one 
of them is adequately and amply im- 
proved and ready for industrial and 
commercial needs and uses, was the 
policy advocated by Mr. Patten. He 
spoke in particular of the needs of 
improvement in the Tennessee river. 

“We ask that our present showing 
and past experience be taken as the 
best guaranty and guide,” said Mr. 
Patten. “We need and deserve $10,- 
000,000 to be expended at an approx- 
imate rate of $1,000,000 a year for ten 
years for the Tennessee below Chatta- 
nooga, and $3,500,000 for similar im- 
provement between Knoxville and 
Chattanooga. Out of each dollar that 
should be expended, we are not 
ashamed to claim o or three cents 
for the Tennessee, at ranks third in 
importance among American rivers, 
and is our largest river capable of 
year-round navigation through its 
length.”

Since the law requires that the gov- 
ernor shal] be inaugurated at the next 
meeting of the general assembly, the 
date fixed for the next meeting carried 
Governor Terrell’s term over from Oc- 
tober to June. 

In view of the potent reasons ad- 
vanced by south Georgia in 1895 for 
changing the time of holding sessions 
of the legislature from October to 
June, and in v’'ew of the further faet 
that the new governor should be gi-en 
a few months in which to acquaint 
himself with the duties of his office, 
it is believed that Governor Smith will 
not recommend a change in the ses- 
sions of the general assembly, but will 
advocate an amendment to the consti- 
tution authorizing the secretary of 
state to administer the oath to the 
chief executive on January 1, without 
the ceremonies incident to the presence 
of the legislature. This will give the 
governor ample time in which to con- 
sider and prepare his first messaze.

New York, December 7.—The cotton 
market was very quiet today, with 
nothing of sufficient importance in the 
way of news to inspire fresh business 
prior to the publication of the» gov- 
ernment reports.

There was some little scattering liqui- 
dation, however, and during the ear- 
ly trading there was also some sell- 
ing by local professionals. Prices sold 
off to a net loss of 2 to 3 points in 
consequence, but no long cotton ap- 
peared to be coming out, and a little 
later the market rallied on covering by 
early sellers and a little support from 
the bulls, who appeared to be confi- 
dent. of a bullish government esti- 
mate.

Washington, December 7.—The area 
in the United States sown to winter 
wheat: this fall is estimated by the 
crop reporting board of the United 
States deparment of agriculure to be 
2.5 per cen more than the revised es- 
timated area in the fall of 1909, equiv- 
alent to an increase of 828,000 acrs, 
the indicated total being 34,485,000 
acres. 

The condition of winter wheat on 
December 1 was 82.5, compared with 
95.8 in 1909, 85.2 in 1908 and 91.3, the 
ten-year average. 

The area sown this fall to rye is 
estimated at 1.2 per cent less than 
the revised estimated area sown in 
the fall: of 1909. equivalent to a de- 
crease of 25,000 acres, the indicated 
total area being 2,138,000 acres.

the police department all the testi- 
mony given bore out the stories of 
the difficulty as told by Messrs. Phii- 
lips and Van Wyck. 

Police Captain Norman’s testimony 


as to the part of the affair which took 


place in the station house differed very 
littke from the report of it given by 
the two reporters and the two Boyn- 
tons, all of whom were disinterestec 
witnesses: 

{t was brought out by several wit- 
nesses that Captain Norman had told 
Wood to stop talking to Wimbish, and 
that if Wood had obeyed orders the 
further difficulty in which he is said 
to have struck Wimbish while he was 
under arrest would not have occurre:. 

Wouldn’t Answer Direct, 
When asked the point blank ques- 


tion as to whether a man like Wood, 


who had made the statement that he 
would have killed Wimbish if a coupie 
of “rounders” had not been present, 
was a fit person to serve as an officer, 
Captain Norman evaded. He said it 
was a question for the board to deciue. 

It was also brought out that Cap- 
tain Norman had failed to make a com- 
plete and full report, of the affair to 
Chief Jennings as e latter had re- 
quested, and ssa Norman himself, 
although he has been a member of the 
department for twenty-nine years, 
failed to put into his report a number 
of important and pertinent facts rela- 
tive to the case to which he testified. 

The hearing was resumed at 3:10 
o'clock. Mr. Phillips, Journal reporter, 
was recalled and asked to tell again 
of what happened in the station house. 

He was standing in the call officers’ 
room and through the partition saw 
Wood strike Wimbish, he said, without 


Wimbish offering provocation. Several 
men got in between. Wood struck 


Wimbish after the latter refused to 
fight Wood at the detective’s offer. 
“Could the officers present have kept 
down the trouble?” 
“With eade,” replied the witness. 
The witness said that he could see 
the whole performance through open 
door. 
-“How many officers were present 


when Wood struck Wimbish?’ 


*““About six policemen were present.” 

“Where were they?” 

“Standing all around. Most of the 
time t..ey were close to Wood.” 

He was asKed by Mr. Moore if it 
were not possible for Wimbish to have 
struck Wood and he not see it. Wit- 
ness replied 
closely and never saw Wimbish make 
such a move. 

At times, witness on cross-examina- 
tion, said that he might not have seen 
Wimbish’s hands all t) while. He 
watched Wimbish and never saw him 
hit at Wood first. 

Heard No Orders Given. 

“Were any orders given to stop 
trouble?’ Commissioner Johnson asked. 

“Captain Norman, who was in 
charge of the watch, was present, but 
1 never heard him say anything to 
stop the trouble.” 

“What officers were present?” 

“Call Officers Watson, J. W. Mc- 
Williams, Jr., -.cting Sergeant Scott, 
Turnkey Tom Bayne, Captain Norman 
and others.” 

Wood and Wimbish, ne said, were 
the only ones cursing. None of the 
other officers were abusing the pris- 
oner. 

Corroborated Other Statements. 

S. M. Boynton, of 294 Washington 
street, manager »f the Angier Avenue 
Pharmacy, was placed on the stand. 
He was present at the station house 
on the morning of the occurrence to 
bail out a prisoner and saw the alter- 
eation between the officer and pris- 
oner. Eig was standing at the desk 
sergeant’s window. Cursing was g0o- 
ing on between both Wood and Wim- 
bish. The crowd dropped back and 
Wood struck Wimbish, he said. The 
prisoner \-as cearched before being 
struck. Wood struck him with some- 
thing he irew from his pocket. He 
never saw Wimbish strike at Wood. 
Mr. Boynton said he was standing 8 
feet away. He heard Wood use an 
Oath several times and make the 
remark th t he would have killed 
Wimbish but for two “rounders up the 
street.” 

Mr. Boynton said his brother was 
present with him. He said the pro- 
fanity was such that he wouldn’t want 
it in his store. 

Captain Norman was called in. Wit- 
ness couldn’t remember seeing him 
present. He couldn't identify Captain 
Norman. 

Mr. Moore stated that no denial was 
made of the presence of the reporters. 

Witness heard no officer speak up 
to call down Wood. After the trouble 
he did not notice whether or not 
Wood's face was bleeding. 

Wood could have struck Wimbish 
and he not seen it, but he watched 
closely and never saw Wimbish make 
resistance. 

Considered It Unjustified. 

Before witness saw newspaper ac- 
count he remarked to a friend that 
he considered Wood's attack on the 
prisoner unjustified. 

L. J. Boynton corroborated the evi- 
dence of his brother that Wood struck 
Wimbish. He did not pay particular 
attention to all that occurred. Boyn- 
ton is a lineman for the Georgia Rail-

“What did he say?” was asked. 

“Why. he said all furniture men 
were thieves and robbers, and he'd see 
the company at the devil before he’d 
pay the bill.” 

Another Eye-Witness. 

Oze Yan Wyck, ZJr., police reporter 
for The Constitution, who ran up De- 
catur street with The Journal reporter 
and saw the-difficulty all the way 
through, said: 

“Mr. Phillips and I were standing in 
talking 
with Detective Clarke, when a hack- 
man passed and é@aid an officer and a 
man were having a fight up the street. 

“Phillips and I ran up with Clarke 
and found two men scuffling on the 
sidewalk near Piedmont avenue and 
Decatur street. The prisoner called out 
to Clarke: ‘T’ll go with you, Jack; 
you'll treat me like a gentleman.’ 

“Clarke took hola of the prisoner and 
started across the street with him, 
when Wood ran up behiffd and raised 
his arm and struck at the prisoner. I 
couldn’t tell whether the blow landed 
or not Call Officer Watson then came 
up and helped march the man to the 
station. 

“After Wimbish was taken in the 
station house, I saw Wood strike at 
Wimbish again and I think this time 
the blow landed. 

“So far as I know, Wimbish gave 
Wood no further provocation than that 
he was “jawing ‘at Wood. 

Would Have Killed Him. 

“T heard Wood say after Wimbish 
was put in a cell that he would have 
killed Wimbish but for the presence 
of two rounders up the street.” 

He said. there were four or five 
police present, and that they made no 
effort to prevent Wood from striking 
Wimpbish. 

“Did he seem mad?” asked Mr. 
son. 

“He seemed more 
mad,” he replied. 

“Was Wood bleeding?” 

“He had some scratches on his face.’ 

Witness knew Captain Norman, but 
never heard him order the difficulty 
stopped. Witness would not swear 
positively that Captain Norman did not 
try to prevent the trouble. 

Mr. Van Wyck, on cross-examina- 
tion by Mr. Moore, testified that he 
did not hear pofane language used in 
the station house. Wimbish and Wood 
had been “jawing each other” about a 
minute and a half, when Wood under- 
took to strike at Wimbish, he said. 

When the lick was made, officers 
were standing all around and in touch 
of both, he said. He heard Wood order 


Wimbish’s bond set at $500. 
On a question asked by Chairman 


Mason, Mr. Van Wyck said that he 
never saw Wimbish offer to strike 
Wood before being hit. 

The announcement was made at this 
point by Chief of Detectives Newport 
Lanford that Wimbish was reported to 
have left the city, carrying with him 
the trunk of the woman, Jennie Lou 
Powell. The board decided that Wim- 
bish’s absence did not affect the inves- 
tigation. 

Captain Norman on Stand. 

Police Captain John W. Norman, in 
charge of the morning watch, and 
present in the station house when 
Wimbish was brought in, took the 
stand, 

He said he was attracted by loud 
talking between Wood and Wimbish, 
and the latter .was being searched 
when he walked into the searching 
compartment. 

“I told Mr. Wood to hold now, now— 
that that was enough; and I told Turn- 
key Bayne to lock Wimbish in the 
prison.” 

“Did you see Wood strike 
with his billy?” 

“There was a sort of rush between 
Mr. Wood and Wimbish. They both 
struck at each other. I didn’t think 
that Mr. Wood struck Wimbish. I 
think Wimbish struck Wood in the 
face. I saw blood on Wood’s face, but

Thought Wood Should Leave.

asked Mr. Barnes. 

“I think they sometimes do it.” 

He said he instructed his men to 
treat everyore with courtesy and con- 
sideration. He did not think Mr. 
Wood was in any danger, and thought 
it would have been right for Wood io 
leave. 

He couldn't swear that Wood struck 
Wimbish with his billy. He couldn’t 
remember hearing Wimbish call Wood 
a Vile name. He ‘wouldn’t consiaer 
that Wimbish was drunk at the time. 
He didn’t remember hearing an: of- 
ficers curse. 

Captain Norman said he used 
Golden ule as far as possible. 

Asked if he made any effort to cor-

made so quick that he didn’t have 
time. Assistant Chief Jett was 
present at the time. Captain Norman 
later mentioned the affair to Captain 
Jett. He heard Mr. Wood remark that 
he would have shot Wimbish brt for 
the two “rounders.” He couldnt say 
who was.the aggressor. 

“Mr. Wood seemed to be mad with 
Mr. Clarke. He accused Clarke of 
holding him and allowed Wimbish to 
strike him,” said the captain, 

Evaded the Question. 

Mr. Hopkins asked Captain Norman 
point blank: 

“Do you think a,man 
make the remark that he would have 
killed this man if those two rounders 
had not been present——a man who 
shows that temper and disposition, is 
a fit man to serve on the police force? 
Don’t you think from such a man hu- 
man life is in danger?” 

Captain Norman replied: 

“That is a question for the board to 
decide.”’ 

The question was again put, even 
more emphatically, but Captain Nor- 
man evaded it. 

Captain Norman said he had never 
heard of bond of $500 being asked a 
man arrested on a minor charge dur- 
ing the twenty-nine yéars he had been 
on the force. Mr. Hopkins’ fire of 
questions made Captain Norman rath- 
er uncomfortable. 

When Mr. Moore examined the wit- 
ness, Captain Norman stated that he 
saw Wimbish strike at Wood when 
the latter instructed Turnkey Bayne 
to take out $13 of his (Wimbish’s) 
money for the Powell woman. He 
said Wood declared that the money 
had been stolen from the woman.

Cc. C. Tedder, a policeman on a leave

reporters. He testified that Wimbish 
had Wood’s head under his arm, and 
that the detective w@s getting the 
He took hold 
and helped. He said Wimbish called 
Wood a terribly vile name. 

Wimbish said he would go with 
Clarke when the latter pulled out his 
handcuffs, said Tedder. 

‘T don’t think Wood ever hit Wim- 
bish on the street, though he struck 
at him,” Tedder said. 

In the station house, Tedder testified, 
that Wimbish called Wood a vile name, 
and to the best of his recollection, he 
said, Wimbish hit Wood in the face. 

“Mr. Wood hit at Wimbish in the 
station house, and Mr. Clarke pre- 
vented the blow from landing” said 
Tedder. He testified that Wood’s face 
bled. 

He saw Wimbish hit at Wood first 
and heard him curse Wood a nurhber 
of times, Tedder said. He testified that 
he never heard Wood use an oath, and 
he was right there. 

How Watson Saw It. 

George C. Watson, call officer on the 
morning watch, testified: 

“That while going out on a call with 
Officer J. W. McWilNams he heard of 
a fight up the street between Wood 
and Wimbish, and they ran to the 
scene. 

‘Mr. Wood never did hit Wimbish. 
Wimbish struck Wood a number of/ 
times in the face while we were on the 
street. 

“In the sation house Wimbish cursed 
Wood, calling him vile names several 
times.” he said, “and struck at Wood. 
Wood hit at Wimbish but the blow did 
not land, 

“I did not hear Mr. Wood curse at 
all. Wimbish cursed all the time.” 

Watson did not ‘see the reporters 
when the street scuffle- was on. Mr. 
Hopkins called Watson’s attention to 
what he swore in his affidavit that the 
newspaper men were in the station 
house all the while. 

He admitted signing the affidavit 
to fhat effect, but onthe stand said he 
did not see them there. 

From Turnkey Bayne. 

Thomas Bayne, morning watch 
turngey, who took charge of Wimbish 
when he was brought in, testified: 

That when Wimbish came in a pris- 
oner, he was cursing Wood for all 
kinds of a — — —. 

That Wimbish struck at Wood first, 
and that Wood was prevented from 
striking Wimbish by Detective Clarke. 

He heard Wimbish offer to fight 
Wood if the latter would throw away 
his billy.

Officer Scott, acting as station ser- 
geant when Wimbish was brought in, 
testified that he saw little of the diffi- 
culty in the Station house, as he was 
busy writing’ at the time. A blow was 
struck, he said, but he didn’t know by 
whom.

Wood Denies Charges.

Officials Make hinntestuinaistihs 

Chief of Detectives Newport Lan- 
ford, Ohfef of Police Jennings, and 
Chairman Mason all made statements 
to the effect that following the police 
court trial, they became active and 
brought the matter as speedily as pos- 
sible before the board for investiga- 
tion. ‘ 

Chief Jennings said he was in- 
structed by Chairman Mason to sus- 
pend Wood if the evidence gathered 
demanded such action, but that be- 
cause of conflicting statements of wit- 
nesses he did not do so.

Attorney ,Charles T. Hopkins, who 
represented The Atlanta Journal in the 
investigation, stated that his client’s 
connection |with the case was abso- 
lutely impersonal with reference to 
Mr. Wood or the department, and that 
he was employed to uphold the in- 
tegrity of the newspaper men, whose 
evidence was donbted to the extent of 
two policemen giving affidavits that 
neither Phillips nor Van Wyck were 
present during the affair. 

Attorney John W. Moore; represent- 
ing Detective, Wood made a statement 
in behalf of. his client that no effort 
had been made to impeach the report- 
ers’ testimony, and that he would not 
have stood for it if there had. 

Abeut Those Affidavits. 

G. C. Febuary, private secretary to 
the chief of detectives, was placed on

Money to Influence Clergymen., 

A personal check for $250 which he 
gave to Amada Thornton, a New York 
lawyer for “publicity” work, was the 
only specific sum the final destination 
of which he ever suggested. Mr. Bel- 
mont testified that Mr. Thornton knew 
a number of clergymen who believed 
the racing associations were conduct- 
ing racing in a respectable manner, 
cnd this money was used to spread 
their views.

Coyne was at Albany” replied Mr. Bel- 
mont. Judge Bruce read the testimony 
ef Frank K. Sturgis trehsurer of the 
jockey club that the organization's 
legal expenses had been approved by 
Mr. Belmont who Sturgis said had di- 
rected a payment of $20,0vu to Judge 
Coyne.

Coyne Got $40,000. 

Mr. Belmont said that Judge Coyne

Coyne de- 
voted all his time to the legal side of 
racing matters, and for his services 
for five years, ending 1908, received 
$40,000.
